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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 . The amendment: "an expert service for any of 
lodging rating information, travel rating information, restaurant rating information, and movie rating information" recited in claims 9, 25, 38, 
and 54 requires further search and consideration. 

2. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1 981 ); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

3. Applicant argues that; "Ford does not describe the identification of a ratings service that is external to the application module and 
accessible to the application module across the network, which is sent a query from an application module upon identification, specification, 
or selection by a user". 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. The combination Ford/795 does disclose soliciting from the user at the user terminal any of an 
identification and a selection by the user of at least one ratings service (Fig. 2, items 220, 250, and 230, Col. 6, lines 53 -62, Ford; and 
[0018] and [0037]-[0038], 795) external to the application module and accessible to the application module across network (Col. 4, lines 1 - 
10, "...As well known in the art of Internet commerce, the AMAZON.COM web site includes functionality for allowing users to search, 
browse, and make purchases from on-line catalog of book titles, and other types of items via the Internet...", Ford). 

4. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references Ford and EP 795, the examiner recognizes 
that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where 
there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available 
to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to incorporate the teachings of 795 with respect to rating services to the system of Ford. Skilled artisan would have been motivated to 
do so, as suggested by 785 ([0018], 795), in order to improve the relevance of search results to the person requesting them. 

5. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references Ford, EP 795, and Rose, the examiner 
recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed 
invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 
F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1 941 (Fed. Cir. 1 992). In this case, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the Rose's teachings to the system of Ford/795. Skilled artisan would have been motivated to do so, as 
suggested by Rose (Col. 8, lines 54 - 66, Rose), to provide a wealth of pertinent information that the Internet user can access at a glance or 
by selecting any hot link. 
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
